New York cracks down on social 
media gangsters 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New York Police Department 
is deploying a surge of detec¬ 
tives to patrol an increasingly 
mean new beat: Facebook and 
other social networks. 

Police Commissioner Ray¬ 
mond Kelly said yesterday that 
he’s doubling the number of 
detectives assigned to combat¬ 
ing local teen gangs and that 
increased surveillance of social 
networks will be a major part 
of the strategy. 

The gangs under scrutiny 
are not the big, established out¬ 
fits like the Bloods and Crips, 
which are well known around 
the United States, but neigh¬ 


borhood groups fighting over 
loyalties often to just one part 
of a housing project or other 
limited turf. 

"Under a program we’ve 
named Operation Crew Cut, 
the Department intends to dou¬ 
ble the size of its Gang Divi¬ 
sion from approximately 150 
detectives to 300 phased in 
over a period of time," Kelly 
said in prepared remarks to a 
police conference in San 
Diego, California. 

The propensity of the social 
media addicted youths to use 
Facebook and other networks 
to "brag about their murderous 
exploits" means detectives will 



be watching their screens, as 
much as the streets. 

"In addition to tracking the 
admissions of criminal con¬ 
duct and plans of future crimes 
by crew members on Face- 
book, You Tube and elsewhere, 
the division will be responsible 
for maintaining a dictionary of 
sorts with a continually up¬ 
dated lexicon employed by 
crews as a kind of code," Kelly 
said. 

Officers will infiltrate 
gangs under online aliases reg¬ 
istered with their superiors. 
They will also be allowed to 
use untraceable Internet cards 
on their laptops. 

The initiative reflects a shift 
in crime away from murder, 
which is down 18 percent so 
far this year, Kelly said. 

However, overall crime is 
up four percent, largely due to 
a wave of teen-on-teen thefts, 
especially involving iPods and 
other Apple products. 

"Tike the impact on the 
economy itself, the allure of 
Apple devices has affected 
New York City’s crime rate," 
Kelly said. "In 2002, we 
recorded a total of 86 thefts of 
Apple products in all of New 
York City. Fast year that num¬ 
ber was 13,233."

Romney says would allow Obama immigration order 


DENVER, Colorado (AFP) - 
Mitt Romney would not deport 
young illegal immigrants per¬ 
mitted to stay in the United 
States under an order issued by 
President Barack Obama, the 
Republican White House 
hopeful said in Tuesday's Den¬ 
ver Post. 

"The people who have re¬ 
ceived the special visa that the 
president has put in place, 
which is a two-year visa, 
should expect that the visa 
would continue to be valid. I'm 
not going to take something 
that they've purchased," Rom¬ 
ney said. 

The candidate's comments 
in the political battleground of 
Colorado, seen as a critical 
state for Romney now that his 
path to election victory is nar¬ 
rowing, suggest a pivot away 
from his firm opposition to 
Obama's executive order. 


On June 15, the president 
suspended the threat of depor¬ 
tation against hundreds of 
thousands of law-abiding im¬ 
migrants who were brought to 
the country as minors, delight¬ 
ing crucial Hispanic voters 
ahead of the November 6 elec¬ 
tion. 

The scheme applies to peo¬ 
ple brought to the United 
States before the age of 16, 
who are currently under 30, are 
in school or have graduated 
from high school, or have 
served in the military and have 
not been convicted of a felony. 

The affected youths will be 
able to apply for work permits, 
but not be granted permanent 
residence or put on a path to¬ 
wards citizenship. The move 
offers a two-year deferment of 
deportation proceedings that 
could be extended by a further 
two years on expiry. 



Obama's decision will go 
some way to enshrining the 
goals of the DREAM Act, le¬ 
gislation backed by the White 
House that could lead to young 
illegal immigrants gaining per¬ 
manent residency. 

The Republican nominee 
has had trouble connecting 
with Latinos, who now make 
up the largest ethnic minority 
voting demographic in the 


country, and he has promised 
to veto the DREAM Act if it 
passed during a Romney pre¬ 
sidency. 

Romney has stressed the 
need for a more comprehen¬ 
sive solution to America's im¬ 
migration problem, and sug¬ 
gested to the Denver Post that 
immigration would be an early 
issue to tackle if he is elected 
in November. 

"Before those visas have 
expired we will have the full 
immigration reform plan that 
I've proposed," he said. 

Romney has previously 
said he would provide a path to 
citizenship for immigrants 
who are students and serve in 
the US military. 

"The president promised in 
his first year, his highest prio¬ 
rity, that he would reform im¬ 
migration and he didn't. And I 
will." 


Obama's re-election cam¬ 
paign said Romney's "latest 
immigration pivot raises more 
questions than it answers. 

"He still has not said 
whether he would continue the 
administration's policy that 
provides a temporary reprieve 
from deportation for young 
people who were brought here 
through no fault of their own," 
Obama's director of Hispanic 
press Gabriela Domenzain said 
in a statement. 

"Would he side with his ex¬ 
treme anti-immigration advi¬ 
sors and repeal this measure?" 
she asked. "Would he deport 
those who have received a de¬ 
ferment when the program ex¬ 
pires after two years?" 

Congress and Obama have 
failed to reach a deal to pass 
reform that would bring more 
than 11 million illegal immi¬ 
grants out of the shadows.

Official: After Libya attack, US renews 
focus on AQIM 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
officials said yesterday the 
deadly attack on a US con¬ 
sulate in Libya has prompted a 
renewed focus on the threat 
posed by Al-Qaeda’s affiliate 
in North Africa, suspected of 
possible links to last month's 
assault. 

Precisely who was behind 
the September 11 attack that 
killed the US ambassador to 
Libya and three of his staff re¬ 
mains under investigation but 
Al-Qaeda in the Islamic Magh¬ 
reb is now under intense scru¬ 
tiny given its possible role in 
the incident, two officials said. 

"Obviously there's a spike 
of interest in AQIM since the 
attack," an administration offi¬ 
cial told AFP. 

The US government's probe 
of the assault is "looking at ex¬ 
tremist groups in the Benghazi 
area as well as AQIM," said 
the official, who spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity. "It doesn't 


appear at this point that there 
was a highly organized com¬ 
mand and control structure but 
it was nonetheless a relatively 
complex attack." 

The Al-Qaeda franchise 
called on Muslims to storm 
other US embassies in North 
Africa and kill American en¬ 
voys days after the assault on 
the Benghazi mission, in which 
gunmen kept security teams at 
bay for hours and fired rocket- 
propelled grenades. 

In the past, US spy agencies 
have portrayed AQIM as a 
lesser threat than some other 
branches of Al-Qaeda, with the 
group not yet able to carry out 
plots on targets overseas like 
its counterparts in Yemen or 
Pakistan. 

But US officials have been 
concerned that the fall of dicta¬ 
tor Moamer Kadhafi in Libya 
created more room for extrem¬ 
ists like AQIM to operate, 
while also freeing up weapons. 


"It's definitely getting more 
attention," said a second US 
official, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Just the possibility that 
AQIM may have played a role 
in the Benghazi attack has con¬ 
centrated the spotlight on the 
outfit, the official added. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported yesterday that the 
United States may expand its 
campaign of drone strikes 
against Al-Qaeda to target the 
desert bases of AQIM. 

A spokesman for President 
Barack Obama's National Se¬ 
curity Council would not con¬ 
firm details of an internal 
debate among the CIA, the 
State Department and the Pen¬ 
tagon. 

But NSC spokesman 
Tommy Vietor told AFP: "The 
president has been clear about 
his goal to destroy Al-Qaeda's 
network and we work toward 
that goal every day.

FARC demands 'total 
guarantees' of no arrests 
at talks 


HAVANA (AFP) - A negotia¬ 
tor for Colombia's leftist Rev¬ 
olutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) rebels yes¬ 
terday demanded "total guar¬ 
antees" that no member of its 
delegation at upcoming peace 
talks in Norway would be ar¬ 
rested under pre-existing war¬ 
rants. 

"The warrants must be re¬ 
moved completely — if any 
judge, in Norway or else¬ 
where, had the idea to arrest a 
member of the FARC delega¬ 
tion it would be a disaster," 
senior rebel spokesman Ro¬ 
drigo Granda, who has been 
dubbed the de-facto foreign 
minister for the FARC, told 
AFP in Havana, Cuba. 

Talks between the Colom¬ 
bian government and FARC 
representatives — aimed at 
ending one of Latin America's 
oldest conflicts — are set to 
begin in Oslo on October 15, 
the rebel group said. 

The two sides are currently 


meeting in Havana to negotiate 
the terms of the peace talks in 
the Norwegian capital. 

Those anticipated discus¬ 
sions are the first attempt in a 
decade to achieve a negotiated 
end to a conflict that began 
when the guerrilla group was 
founded in 1964. Three earlier 
attempts failed. 

The last round of peace 
talks, held in 2002, collapsed 
when the Colombian govern¬ 
ment concluded that the guer¬ 
rillas were regrouping in a 
Switzerland-sized demilita¬ 
rized zone it created to help 
reach a peace deal. 

The current commander of 
the armed forces, General Ser¬ 
gio Montilla, has already ac¬ 
cused the guerrillas of lying, 
notably about hostages taken 
during the conflict. 

The FARC says it freed its 
last hostages in April and is 
holding no more captives, but 
Montilla says at least 60 sol¬ 
diers are still missing. 


Hong Kong ferry crash 
claims 38 lives 



The bow of the Lamma IV boat (L) is seen partially sub¬ 
merged during rescue operations after it collided yes¬ 
terday with a Hong Kong ferry killing 38 people, Hong 
Kong’s worst maritime disaster in decades. The captains 
of the ferry and the pleasure boat that collided were ar¬ 
rested yesterday with five other crew, officials said. More 
than 120 passengers and crew were on a Hong Kong 
Electric company vessel to watch a huge National Day 
fireworks display in Victoria Harbour Monday evening 
when the collision occurred near Lamma island. Scores 
of people were thrown into the choppy water from the 
company boat, which sank within minutes, leaving only 
its bow protruding from the waves. (AFP)

Police make arrests for student lynching 
that shocked France 


GRENOBLE (AFP) - French 
police yesterday arrested 12 
suspects over the killing of two 
students lynched by a mob 
armed with hammers, baseball 
bats and knives. 

The killings last Friday in 
the Echirolles suburb of 
Grenoble sparked outrage in 
France and prompted President 
Francois Hollande to travel to 
the southeastern city late Mon¬ 
day to visit the families of the 
dead young men. 

Hollande was accosted as 
he visited the poor suburb by a 
local resident who lambasted 
security forces for failing to 
stop the violence she said was 
plaguing the area. 

Interior Minister Manuel 
Vails also travelled to the city 
and yesterday denounced what 


he called a "massacre" and 
vowed that the killers would be 
tracked down. 

Three suspects, who may 
be of most interest and all have 
convictions for violent crimes, 
are still on the run, prosecutor 
Jean-Yves Coquillat told re¬ 
porters. 

Kevin Noubissi and Sofiane 
Tadburt, both aged 21, were 
beaten and stabbed to death by 
a gang of about a dozen people 
in a park. Noubissi was 
stabbed seven to eight times, 
and Tadburt 30 times, the pros¬ 
ecutor said. 

The gang was reportedly 
seeking vengeance after a 
minor incident outside a high 
school involving Noubissi’s 
younger brother. 

Thousands of locals held a 


commemorative march in the 
suburb yesterday to honour the 
two men, who were said by 
friends and families to be 
model students. 

Most of those arrested yes¬ 
terday in Grenoble were aged 
between 18 and 21, and most 
have criminal records, officials 
said. 

No one has admitted guilt, 
the prosecutor added. 

Two brothers, both in the 
military, were the first to be ar¬ 
rested in the case, police said, 
after being brought in for ques¬ 
tioning on Monday. One was 
found near Grenoble, the other 
in a town about 500 kilometres 
(300 miles) away. 

Their mother was also 
brought in for questioning yes¬ 
terday. 


Abu Hamza's health has worsened, 
British court told 


LONDON (AFP) - The health 
of radical Islamist preacher 
Abu Hamza has deteriorated, 
the High Court in London 
heard yesterday, as he began a 
last-ditch legal bid to halt his 
extradition from Britain to the 
United States. 

The Egyptian-born cleric 
with a hook for a hand, and 
four other men were set to be 
sent to the United States after 
Europe's top rights court gave 
its green light last week, but 
are seeking to block their ex¬ 
pulsion. 

To avoid extradition to a US 
high-security prison, Hamza 
and fellow terror suspects 
Khaled Al-Fawwaz, Syed 
Tahla Ahsan, Adel Abdul Bary 


and Babar Ahmad must prove 
there are "new and compelling" 
reasons not to send them. 

The British government 
said the case was a delaying 
tactic. 

Two senior judges hearing 
the pleas were told in papers 
lodged with the court that 
Hamza is seeking a temporary 
injunction pending a request 
for an MRI scan to be carried 
out due to his "deteriorating 
health". 

Alun Jones, a lawyer for 
54-year-old Hamza, argues 
that there is "uncontradicted 
medical opinion that a scan is 
medically necessary". 

"If the applicant (Hamza) is 
unfit to plead, or arguably so, 


it will be argued that it would 
be oppressive to extradite 
him." 

The lawyer said a judge re¬ 
ferred to Hamza's "very poor 
health" at an extradition hear¬ 
ing in 2008. 

Hamza, the former imam of 
the Finsbury Park mosque in 
north London, is wanted in the 
United States on charges in¬ 
cluding setting up an Al- 
Qaeda-style training camp for 
militants in the northwestern 
US state of Oregon. 

He has also been charged 
with criminal conduct related 
to the taking of 16 hostages in 
Yemen in 1998 and with advo¬ 
cating violent jihad in Afgha¬ 
nistan in 2001. 


Nigeria student massacre claims 26 lives 


KANO, Nigeria (AFP) - Gun¬ 
men massacred at least 26 peo¬ 
ple in a student housing area of 
northeast Nigeria yesterday, 
calling victims out by name 
before shooting them or slit¬ 
ting their throats, officials said. 

The attack occurred in the 
early hours in the town of 
Mubi, where the military last 
week carried out a high-profile 
raid against Islamist extremist 
group Boko Haram, which has 
been waging a deadly insur¬ 
gency. 

Some officials however 
suggested the massacre may 
have been linked to a recent 
student election. 

According to a police 
spokesman, the attackers knew 
their victims and called them 
out by name in an off-campus 
area near a polytechnic school 


where students live. 

The police spokesman, Mo¬ 
hammed Ibrahim, put the death 
toll at 25, including 19 stu¬ 
dents from the polytechnic, 
three students from a health 
technology school, two secu¬ 
rity guards and a retired sol¬ 
dier. 

A relief official speaking on 
condition of anonymity said 26 
people had been confirmed 
dead and 15 were wounded 
and taken to hospital. The mil¬ 
itary had taken over the area. 

"The attackers knew their 
targets," Ibrahim told AFP. 

"They were calling out 
names of their targets in each 
house they entered, and once 
the target identified himself, he 
would be shot dead. We 
strongly suspect an inside op¬ 
eration." 


He added that some victims' 
throats were slit. 

The suggestion that the 
killings were linked to the stu¬ 
dent election however raised 
questions over how and why 
the dispute would have turned 
so violent. 

There were suggestions of 
ethnic tensions between the 
mainly Muslim Hausas and 
predominately Christian Igbos 
involved in the vote. 

Violence has erupted be¬ 
tween student gangs in the past 
in Nigeria, but it is not known 
to have previously led to a 
massacre on such a scale. 

A spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency said reports 
indicated some of the victims 
were candidates in the polls.

EU to tighten medical controls 
after breast implant scandal 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - A breast 
implant scandal affecting 
thousands of women this year 
damaged confidence and high¬ 
lighted the need to tighten con¬ 
trols in Europe on everyday 
medical devices, the European 
Commission said. 


The new rules will cover 
every device, from the sim¬ 
plest plasters to life-support 
systems by way of in vitro di¬ 
agnostic instruments, to ensure 
that they are correctly ap¬ 
proved and then monitored in 
use. 


Earlier this year, the French 
government recommended 
that faulty breast implants 
which were prone to rupture 
made by Poly Implant 
Prothese (PIP) should be re¬ 
moved. 

More than 400,000 women 
around the world are believed 
to have received PIP implants 
and many countries followed 
the French lead after the com¬ 
pany was found to have used 
substandard, industrial-grade 
silicone gel. 

.Asked whether his regula¬ 
tions would have prevented 
the PIP scandal, he said they 
would "militate against such 
fraud" but the key issue was 
that once they were sold there 
had been no follow up to 
check the implants. 

"What we want to empha¬ 
sise is" the control of products 
once they are in use to check 
that they are made to the spec¬ 
ifications laid down and ap¬ 
proved, he said. "If this had 
happened, the PIP scandal 
would have been detected 
many, many years before." 

The proposals mean med¬ 
ical devices will now have to 
undergo a "thorough assess¬ 
ment of safety and perform¬ 
ance before they can be sold 
on the European market," with 
"control processes ... radically 
reinforced," a statement said. 

The aim is to give health¬ 
care professionals better infor¬ 
mation on the benefits and 
risks while manufacturers will 
benefit from clearer rules, with 
those not complying excluded 
from the market. 

The medical devices market 
in the 27 EU states plus Nor¬ 
way and Switzerland was 
worth 95 billion euros in 2009, 
the statement said. 

The proposals now go to the 
European Council and the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament for ap¬ 
proval. 


RABAT (AFP) - A Dutch 
"abortion boat" has set sail for 
Morocco, its first trip to a Mus¬ 
lim country, to provide abor¬ 
tions to women who are 
exposed to grave health risks if 
treated domestically, its organ¬ 
iser said on Monday. 

"The ship is on its way. We 
can't yet disclose the place and 
time of arrival... We expect it 
to stay for up to a week." Re¬ 
becca Gomperts, the founder 
of the Dutch non-profit organ¬ 
isation Women on Waves, told 
AFP by phone. 

The group says that, accord¬ 
ing to figures published by the 
Moroccan government, be¬ 
tween 600 and 800 abortions 
take place every day in the north 
African kingdom, where the 
procedure is illegal and taboo. 

"The problem is that only 
about 200 cases are done prop¬ 
erly, by women who have 
money," the Dutch abortion 
doctor said, with the rest re¬ 
sorting to dangerous methods 
because they are unable to af¬ 
ford the expensive treatment. 

This leads to the deaths of 
78 Moroccan women each 
year on average, Gomperts 
claimed, citing statistics pro¬ 
vided by the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation. 

The Dutch organisation says 
it was "invited" to Morocco by 
local youth group the Alterna¬ 


tive Movement for Individual 
Liberties (MALI), to raise sup¬ 
port for the legalisation of 
abortion in the country. 

The authorities' response to 
the initiative remains un¬ 
known, with local daily Al-Taj- 
did, the mouthpiece of 
Morocco's ruling Islamist 
party, questioning on Monday 
whether the government would 
allow the ship to enter Moroc¬ 
can waters. 

Gomperts admitted that 
Rabat's reaction was "hard to 
predict," but she argued that 
any attempt to block the visit 
would be an "illegal" interven¬ 
tion in the freedom of travel 
and the freedom of expression. 

She denied it was an inap¬ 
propriate time for the visit, de¬ 
spite religious sensitivities 
running high in Muslim coun¬ 
tries after violent protests last 
month against a US-made anti- 
Islam film and the publication 
of blasphemous cartoons in 
France. 

"I understand that (the visit) 
is seen as a provocation by 
some religious groups. But this 
is about women's health. It has 
nothing to do with religion." 

Over the past 11 years, a 
Women on Waves ship has vis¬ 
ited Ireland, Poland, Portugal 
and Spain, sparking protests in 
each country from pro-life 
groups. 


Salmonella treat from Dutch 
smoked fish 

Scores of people in the Netherlands and the US have 
caught salmonella after eating Dutch smoked salmon, 
say Dutch health authorities. But this was "probably the 
tip of the iceberg", the institute's Hareld Wychgel told the 
BBC - "the real number of infected people is likely to be 
much higher". Smoked salmon produced by Foppen has 
been taken off the shelves in the Netherlands, and an in¬ 
ternational recall targeting salmon sold in the US was 
being prepared. Infection normally causes diarrhoea, ab¬ 
dominal cramps and sometimes fever and vomiting, 
says the UK's Health Protection Agency. The symptoms 
usually clear up in four to seven days, but in some cases 
treatment may be required for dehydration. In a state¬ 
ment on its website, Foppen offered its "sincere apolo¬ 
gies for any inconvenience".

Indonesians hack into 


beached whales in mass 
stranding 



SAVU, Indonesia — Locals on 
a remote island in eastern In¬ 
donesia on Tuesday cut up 
several dead pilot whales for 
food after a mass stranding 
that killed at least 41 of the 
mammals, an official said. 

A total of 44 pilot whales 
beached themselves late Mon¬ 
day on the island of Savu in 
East Nusa Tenggara province, 
where there is a culture of 
whale hunting for consump¬ 
tion. 

’’Locals have hacked into 
around 11 whales so far and 
will probably use the flesh for 
meat,” Savu fishery office 
chief Dominggus Widu Hau 
told AFP. 

More than a dozen fisher¬ 
men, navy and police officers 


were still struggling Tuesday 
afternoon to keep the three 
surviving whales alive. 

” We managed to push them 
back into the water, but they 
returned to the beach,” Hau 
said. 

Jakarta Animal Aid Net¬ 
work identified the mammals, 
which lay stranded around 150 
metres (492 feet) from the 
coastline, as pilot whales. 
Those beached were between 
two and five metres long, Hau 
said. 

Pilot whales commonly be¬ 
come stranded en masse since 
they stick together in large 
groups, especially if one is 
sick, according to marine biol¬ 
ogists.

Apple and Samsung are 
now awaiting an injunction 
hearing, scheduled for Decem¬ 
ber 6, during which Apple will 
seek both treble damages, as a 
result of the jury’s verdict 
largely in the company’s favor, 
and permanent injunctions 
against the Galaxy Tab 10.1 
and many Samsung smart¬ 
phones that were found by the 
jury to have infringed.

Swiss petition seeks to 
expose Greek tax dodgers 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
could lend help to austerity-hit 
Greece by sending the names 
of tax-dodgers to Athens, a pe¬ 
tition addressed to the govern¬ 
ment urged yesterday. 

Launched by Geneva trade 
union activist Paolo Gilardi, 
the petition claims Greek tax 
evasion amounts to 550 billion 
euros — 2.5 times the crisis-hit 
country's GDP — and "part of 
this money is sitting in Swiss 
banks." 

In a call to the Federal 
Council, the petition notes that 
Switzerland recently sent thou¬ 
sands of names of United 
States citizens with Swiss UBS 
bank accounts to the Washing¬ 
ton tax authorities as part of a 
US probe into tax dodging. 

"Today, we ask you 
solemnly to do the same to 
help save the Greek people," 
the petition reads, adding that 
the money in Swiss banks was 
responsible for "making the 
Greek people even hungrier." 

The development comes as 
negotiations continue between 
Switzerland and Greece for an 
agreement on the issue of tax 
evasion. 

As part of the deal, Greek 


individuals with non-declared 
funds in Switzerland would 
maintain their anonymity, but 
their assets would be taxed by 
Bern, which in turn would 
transfer the revenues to Athens. 

But Greece turned its back 
on the deal on October 1 after 
getting hold of a CD contai¬ 
ning names of Greek nationals 
with undeclared Swiss bank 
accounts, according to a state¬ 
ment from the Greek Finance 
ministry. 

Greece has not released any 
estimation of undeclared Greek 
funds placed in Switzerland, al¬ 
though Greek media estimates 
vary wildly, from two to 200 
billion euros ($258 billion). 

In 2011, the Swiss National 
Bank estimated that Greek na¬ 
tionals placed assets worth 3.5 
million euros in Switzerland's 
banks, an increase of 1.2 bil¬ 
lion euros from 2010, accor¬ 
ding to news agency ATS. 

Ahead of the present initia¬ 
tive — the first step towards it 
becoming law in Switzerland - 
- the Association of Swiss 
Bankers (ASB) rejected a call 
from Greece to release details 
of Swiss bank accounts held 
by Greek nationals. 



UN forecasts 3.2 percent Latin American 
growth this year 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Latin 
America and the Caribbean 
will post lower growth of 3.2 
percent this year due to the 
weak global economy, a UN 
report said yesterday. 

The Economic Commission 
for Latin America and the 
Caribbean (ECLAC) said the 
slowdown experienced last 
year carried over into the first 
half of 2012, bringing down 
the growth projection for the 
entire year from the 3.7 per¬ 
cent announced in June to 3.2 
percent. 

"The economic perfor¬ 
mance of Latin America and 
the Caribbean in 2012 and 
2013 is largely subject to the 
adjustment processes in deve¬ 
loped countries, as well as the 
slowdown in China," ECLAC 
executive secretary Alicia Bar- 


EU has no 
cash for 
Erasmus 
student fund 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU's 
Erasmus student exchange 
program along with various 
social welfare schemes are 
nearly broke after cuts made to 
the 2012 budget by austerity- 
driven member states, a top 
lawmaker said yesterday. 

French conservative mem¬ 
ber of the European Parlia¬ 
ment, Alain Lamassoure, who 
heads the budget committee, 
said that "the European social 
fund is bankrupt and can't re¬ 
fund member states. 

"Next week it will be Eras¬ 
mus, the student program, at 
the end of the month, the Re¬ 
search and Innovation Fund." 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence, Lamassoure blamed the 
shortfall on governments that 
fought for a four-billion-euro 
cut in the EU budget, in line 
with austerity policies across 
the 27-nation bloc.

"It will also be dependent 
on the region's own response," 
she added. 

The Economic Survey of 
Latin America and the 
Caribbean 2012 identified pri¬ 
vate consumption as "the main 
driver of regional growth, 
thanks to the growth in labor 
markets, increased credit and - 
- in some cases — remittances." 

It stressed that a dramatic 
slowdown in external demand 
and a downward trend in the 
prices of most export com¬ 
modities have been hurting re¬ 
gional economies. 

Most South American and 
Central American countries 
(plus Mexico) will this year 
post GDP growth rates similar 
or slightly lower than those in 
2011, due to increased con¬ 
sumption and, to a lesser ex¬ 
tent, the growth in investment. 

But Argentina and Brazil, 
which account for a conside¬ 
rable proportion of the region's 
weighted GDP, will have 


slower growth than the rest 
(2.0 percent and 1.6 percent re¬ 
spectively), ECLAC said. 

It cited this as the main rea¬ 
son for the lower regional 
growth this year compared 
with the 4.3 percent of 2011. 

Regional growth this year 
will be led by Panama (with 
GDP growth of 9.5 percent), 
followed by Haiti (six percent) 
and Peru (5.9 percent), the UN 
agency said. 

Bolivia, Chile, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua and Venezuela are 
expected to expand by five 
percent this year, while Me¬ 
xico is tipped to grow by four 
percent, it added. 

Paraguay will be the only 
country to shrink, by two per¬ 
cent, due to exceptional cli¬ 
matic factors that destroyed 
part of its production of soya - 
its main export product, the 
survey said. 

ECLAC said the Caribbean 
sub-region would grow by 1.6 
percent, Central America by 
4.4 percent and South America 
by 2.8 percent.

Pope's butler lashes out at Vatican claiming 
mistreatment 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI’s former butler 
Paolo Gabriele accused the 
Vatican of mistreatment during 
his detention, prompting the 
state to order an inquiry. 

Gabriele told the Vatican 
court, where he is on trial ac¬ 
cused of stealing documents, 
that while in detention he was 
at first kept in a cell where 
there was not room to stretch 
his arms. 

He also said that he faced 
"psychological pressure" in a 


security room at the Vatican 
during his 5 3-day incarceration 
after being arrested in May. 

The Vatican has no real jail 
and Gabriele was held in two 
security rooms in the head¬ 
quarters of the Vatican gen¬ 
darmerie — a sort of police 
force with around 130 mem¬ 
bers that is separate from the 
Swiss Guards. 

He has since been placed 
under conditions of house ar¬ 
rest. 

As Gabriele made his claims 


of mistreatment in the court¬ 
room, the head of the Vatican 
gendarmerie Domenico Giani, 
a former Italian police officer, 
turned visibly red. 

The Vatican immediately or¬ 
dered an investigation into the 
claims, but spokesman Fed¬ 
erico Lombardi said the di¬ 
mensions of the cell were in 
line with international stan¬ 
dards, adding that Gabriele's 
charges "raise a few queries." 

The former butler's com¬ 
plaints will now be examined 


by an internal inquiry, but ex¬ 
perts have already raised ques¬ 
tions over whether the 
Vatican's judicial system and 
criminal code are guaranteeing 
its prisoner basic human rights. 

The criminal code dates 
back to the late 19th century. It 
was updated in 1913 and 2008, 
but Conor Gearty, professor of 
human rights at London's LSE 
University, said on his blog in 
August that the Vatican has 
shown scant regard for the de¬ 
fendant's rights.

MADRID (AFP) - Spain on 
Tuesday vowed to use all legal 
means available to block 
Gibraltar's bid to join UEFA, 
after European football's gov¬ 
erning body granted provi¬ 
sional entry for the contested 
British territory. 

UEFA's executive commit¬ 
tee decided Tuesday to admit 
Gibraltar's football league as a 
provisional member, in line 
with a ruling by the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport (CAS). 

It is due to decide at a con¬ 
gress in London in May 
whether it will admit the rocky 
British Mediterranean outpost 


off the south coast of Spain as 
a full member, which would 
allow its teams to take part in 
European competitions. 

Tiny Gibraltar, just 6.8 
square kilometres (2.6 square 
miles) and home to about 
30,000 people, previously won 
provisional membership of 
UEFA in December 2006. 

But it was turned down a 
month later by a large majority 
in a UEFA Congress in Dus- 
seldorf, Germany. 

Gibraltar Football Associa¬ 
tion general secretary Richard 
Manning told AFP Monday 
there were still "quite a few 
obstacles" to full membership. 

The Gibraltar league com¬ 
prises six teams in the premier 
division, 10 in reserves, 12 in 
the second division, three 
women's teams, and 47 junior 
teams from under-sevens to 
under-16s with about 600 
young players.
